Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6 and 7 of the Remark's page, filed 

1 1/05/2009, with respect to claims 2-10 and 12-17 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 2-10 and 12-17 has been withdrawn.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts of record considered as a whole (either alone or in combination) fail to teach 
or suggest: 

An optical recording and reading system, the system comprising: n optical head, with an 
objective arranged on a recording stack side of the optical data storage medium and 
having a second optical surface closest to the first recording stack, from which objective 
the focused radiation beam emanates during recording, wherein at least one of the first 
recording stack has deposited a transparent hydrophobic layer on a surface of the first 
recording stack or the second optical surface has deposited a transparent hydrophobic 
layer on a surface of the second optical surface remote from the focused radiation 
beam, wherein the transparent hydrophobic layer extends substantially in a recording 
direction of an optical surface on which the transparent hydrophobic layer is deposited.
